From the Bruffels Gazette, dated Feb, 1. 
Luxembourg, Jan. 29. The Advices from Germany 
tell us, chat in theFneurfion made into Franconia by 
the Marquefs de Blainville, with a Detachment of 
000 Men, to fayour the Elector of Bavaria’s Defign 
oh Paffan and raife Contributions, he took Giengen, 
and made tke Garrifon Prifoners of War: That the 
Marfhal de Marfin who advarie’d with another De- 
tachment of 6 or 7o0o Men by Donawert over the 
Danube, poffefs’d himfelf of feveral little Places, and 
fentiout Parties into Franconia, who brought him 
Hoftages for 200000 Crowns Contribution: After 
which he-rerurn’d ro Ausburg ;- having {pent 11 days 
in this Expedition, and the Marquefs de Blainvilleg : 
And that the number of Prifoners taken by thefe De- 
tachments is about 1000, among which -are 300 
-Hudfars. ; 
: From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 5. | 
Heilbron, Jan. 29. “The French treat the Citizens 
of Ausburg very infolently and cruelly ‘tis faid 
they intend ro demolith the Walls, of that City and 
fill up rhe Dirches, that they may not .be oblig’d:to 
keep a Garrifon in it. This is the more likely, be- 
caufe they are taking out of the Arfenal of that 
Place, all the Cannon, Mortars, Arms and Ammuni- 
tions of War, tafend them to Munich, and have al- 
ready fent part thither. 
Frankfort, Feb. 3. They/write from Ausburg that 
the Artillery is all catried out of their Arfenal to Mu- 
nich; and that the Goldfmiths have been oblig’d to 
carry all their Plate into the Town-houfe.The French 
and Bavarians make great Preparations at Donawerr, 
and "tis apprehended their Defign is either upon 
Nordlingen or Nuremberg. The Town of Weiffem- 
.bourg having been fummon’d by the Governour of 
Dohawert to pay Contributions, has nor only refus’d 
ir, but being garrifon’d with 1200 Men prepares to 
defend it felf. Since the Elector of, Bavaria left bis 
Army on the other fide of Paffau, to return to Mu- 
nich, there has been no Action of Importance on 
that fede,

Revrishon, Jan. 28. The Envoy’of Bavaria is gone 
from hence to his Mafter ac Munich; when he re- 
turns: we may expect his Electoral Highne(s’s Refo- 
lution concerning the Neutrality of this City, Before 
his departure the Envoy of the King of Prudia coms 
plain’d to him, thar tho’ the Elector of Bavaria pro- 
mis'd to deliver up the goo Brandenburgers taken 
Prifoners. in the Battle of Hochftet, the Marthal de 
Marfin refufes to part with them. He comylain'd 
likewife that by reafon of hard Ufage, 500 of them 
are dead of Hunger and for want of Neceffaries. The 
Elector of Bavaria will {peedily go from Munichy on 
fome Expedition that is yet kepr fecret. : 
Frm the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb, 7. 
Hamburg, Jan. 29. Letters from Berlin of the 26th 
affure us, that the Refolution taken by his Prufian 
Majefty to reinforce his Troops in Germany very 
confiderably againft the next Campaign, was,ex- 
treamly forwarded,not to fay. in great part occafion’d 
by the Elector of Bavaria’s treating the Protestants 
of Ausburg, and of the other Towns he is poficis'd 
‘of, with fo little Humanity, while he grants the Ro- 
man Catholicks as eafie Terms as they could with; of 
which Paffau is a freth Inftance. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Jan. 26. 
Madrid, Jan.11. The King having verbally de. 
clar’d before feveral Grandees his Refclution to take 
the Field in defence of the Kingdom againft the In- 
vafion-of the Enemies ; judg’d it proper ro pur thar 
Declaration into the Form of a Decree, and to fend ir 
to be regifter’d to all the Councils, who.receiv'd it 
with great Satisfaction. TheMarqnets de Puy(fegur, 
who was fent before to prepare Quarters and Provi- 
fions for the French Troops that are coming into this 
Country, arriv'd here the 2d inftant, and is lodg’d in 
the Palace of the Abbor d’Etrees Ambaflador of 
France. The Envoy of Spain'who was at’ Lisbon is 
arriv’d here,,and tho’ the Inhabitants on the Frentiers 
-~were forbid to meet in any Number,that there might 
‘be no Diferder committed when this Minifter was 
exchang'd with that of Portugal, yet above 1000 Pea- 
fantsin Arms drew together in Eftramadura and ad» 
vanced near Elvas to'meet, him and prevent his re- 
ceiving any Affront. They write from Barcelona,
